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DETAILED ACTION 


The amendments filed April 21, 2003 and August 1, 2003 have been entered. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 


2. Claims 13, 19, 20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention.

In claim 13, lines 4-14 are unclear as to what limitations are intended to be part of the 
"paper cutting and delivering means", particularly since each limitation is separated with a semi- 
colon ";", and it is suggested in lines 6, 7, 8, 10 or 12 to change the semi-colon to a comma 
and to provide a semi-colon to end the last recitation of the "comprising" clause that begins in 
line 4. 

In claim 19, line 4, "said first paper cutting and delivery means" lacks positive antecedent 
basis; also in line 4, "said second means" lacks positive antecedent basis; in line 5, "said first 
means" and "said third means" each lacks positive antecedent basis.
